Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1964. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  23.0  per  1,000  of  population  is  the 
highest  figure  ever  recorded  in  the  District.  The  Crude  Death 
Rate  of  8.6  per  1,000  of  population  is  the  lowest  rate  since  1952 
when  it  was  8.5. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  15.1  per  1,000  live  births 
compares  with  a figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  20.0.  The  number 
of  births  registered  in  1964  exceeded  the  deaths  by  907  - the 
highest  increase  for  any  year  in  the  Rural  District. 

Infectious  diseases  have  again  been  of  low  incidence.  It 
is  a reason  for  comment  that  the  number  of  children  receiving 
diphtheria  immunisation  has  increased  substantially  in  the  last 
two  years. 

In  conclusion  I must  record  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Galsworthy,  our 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  all  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  their  assistance  during  the  year.  I would 
also  wish  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  help.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  Hall,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  conjunction  with  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
District  presented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I have 
pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  which  deals  principally  with  the 
Environmental  Health  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

There  are  four  aspects  which  I feel  merit  special  mention, 
housing,  meat  inspection,  smoke  control  and  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act . 

During  the  past  ten  years,  over  five  hundred  unfit  houses 
have  been  dealt  with  by  way  of  individual  unfit  or  clearance  area 
procedure  under  the  Housing  Act,  and  the  end  of  slum  clearance  as 
such  is  now  within  sight  In  dealing,  therefore,  with  the 
remaining  groups  of  unfit  and  badly  arranged  sub-standard  houses 
in  the  District  consideration  should  not  merely  be  given  to 
demolition,  but  rather  to  clearance  and  planned  redevelopment  of 
the  areas 

The  important  statutory  duty  of  meat  inspection  places 
much  pressure  on  the  Department,  and  only  by  adapting  a rota 
system  with  all  the  inspectors  participating  is  it  possible  to 
carry  out  meat  inspection  satisfactorily  over  the  seven  days  of 
the  week 

Together  with  the  City  of  Leicester,  the  Council  is  the 
only  local  authority  in  the  County  to  embark  on  a planned 
programme  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  and  in 
spite  of  the  work  involved  we  take  pride  in  being  in  the  forefront 
in  carrying  out  the  most  modern  of  health  legislation 

New  legislation  in  the  form  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act  has  imposed  extra  duties  on  the  Department, 
but  from  the  preliminary  inspections  already  made  it  is  not 
anticipated  that  there  wiLl  be  any  real  difficulty  in  coping  with 
the  additional  work 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  confidence  and 
interest  shown  by  Members  of  the  Council,  the  co-operation  of  the 
other  Chief  Officers,  and  the  loyal  assistance  given  me  by  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department

Mains  Water  Supplies 

Every  parish  in  the  District  is  supplied  with  mains  water  by 
the  statutory  water  authority  - the  Leicester  Water  Department. 

With  increased  supply  from  the  River  Dove  source  there  has 
been  no  shortage  or  lack  of  pressure,  but  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  hardness,  the  water  now  being  classed  as  moderately  hard. 

Throughout  the  year  complaints  have  been  received  of 
discolouration  and  sediment  in  the  water,  this  being  due  to  iron 
deposits  from  the  water  mains. 

Complaints  were  also  received  from  residents  in  Braunstone 
parish  of  insects  in  the  supply,  identified  as  water-shrimps. 

Although  objectionable,  both  the  iron  deposits  and  the 
water  insects  are  harmless,  and  upon  notification  the  Water 
Department  took  immediate  steps  to  improve  the  supply  by  flushing 
out  the  mains  in  the  areas  affected.

^I'These  unsatisfactory  results  were  in  respect  of  a supply  of 
water  from  a private  quarry  source  to  a large  concrete  products 
factory  in  the  District.  The  water  is  extremely  hard  and  is 
chemically  softened,  and  that  used  for  drinking  and  canteen 
purposes  further  treated  and  filtered. 

Samples  of  both  the  raw  and  treated  water  are  taken  regularly 
each  month  for  check  purposes,  and  immediate  action  taken  with 
follow-up  samples  should  a routine  sample  fail  to  satisfy  the  test. 
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In  order  to  provide  a more  satisfactory  supply  to  six  isolated 
properties  in  Thurlaston  Parish  formerly  relying  on  an  unsatisfactory 
piped  water  supply  from  a brook  source,  a water  main  was  extended  to 
serve  the  premises,  the  approximate  cost  being  £7,600.

3 SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


Every  village  in  the  District  is  provided  with  main  drainage, 
the  sewage  from  the  19  sewered  parishes  being  biologically  treated 
at  12  properly  constructed  sewage  disposal  works 

During  the  year  the  sewer  was  extended  to  Warwick  Road, 
Whetstone  at  a cost  of  £6,200  to  provide  main  drainage  for  nine 
houses  and  to  permit  the  abolition  of  8 cesspools,  and  also  in 
Broughton  Road,  Stoney  Stanton  at  a cost  of  £4,650  to  provide 
improved  drainage  for  seven  houses 


The  extensive  development  in  many  of  the  parishes  in  the 
District  necessitated  sewerage  extensions  and  enlargement  of  sewage 
disposal  works  to  cope  with  the  increased  flow  the  following  works 
were  completed  during  1964.  -

Pail  Closets 


Although  only  2 pail  closets  were  replaced  by  water  closets 
during  1964  with  contributions  from  the  Council  of  halt  the  cost 
of  the  work  of  conversion  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47,  Public 
Health  Act  1936,  action  was  taken  under  the  Housing  Act  for  the 
clearance  of  23  unfit  houses  which  were  provided  with  pail  closets 

At  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  still 
210  pail  closets  in  the  District,  but  these  are  principally  at 
premises  where  no  public  sew'er  is  available  and  at  houses  which 
have  been  scheduled  for  action  under  the  Housing  Act 

Pail  closets  throughout  the  District  are  emptied  weekly  by 
the  Cleansing  Department  and  contents  disposed  of  in  an  area  at  the 
refuse  tip  at  Thurlaston,. 

4,  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  Cleansing  Department  which  deals  with  the  emptying  of 
pail  closets,  cesspools  and  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse 
is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 
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The  Council  has  undertaki-n  to  empty  cesspools  quarterly,  and 
for  this  purpose  and  tor  the  w*-ekly  emptying  of  pail  closets  a 
Karrier  800  gallon  sptJCiaL  Mvagon  is  used. 

House  refuse  is  collecti-d  weekly  from  e\’er\  parish  in  the 
District  using  a fleet  of  thirteen  Karrier  Lorn--,  and  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  centrally  situat-d  tip  at  Thurlaston. 

All  vehicles  are  maintair-d  and  serviced  at  the  Council’s 
works  and  depot  at  Litt Lethorpe . 

Litter  bins  are  provided  by  thp  Council  throughout  the 
District,  and  in  addition  to  the  regular  cleaning  of  the  main 
roads  by  the  Highway  Authority,  all  other  stre-ets  are  regularly 
swept  by  2 mechanical  ;;weepers  by  the  Council. 

5.  INSPECTION  OF  PREMISES 


The  total  number  of  complaints  received  and  recorded  in  the 
Register  during  the  year  was  875.  these  included  376  relating  to 
infestations  by  rats,  mice  and  other  insect  pests  Defects  or 
nuisances  were  dealt  with  at  1,466  premises  by  the  Public  Health 
I nspectors .

The  foul  sewers  in  the  various  parishes  in  the  District  are 
regularly  test-baited,  and  treated  where  necessary  for  rodent 
destruction  by  baiting  in  the  manholes. 

8.  CLEAN  AIR  ACT  - SMOKE  CONTROL 

Smoke  Control  Areas 

The  Council  has  agreed  on  the  general  principle  tbit  the 
suburban  and  more  urbanised  parishes  in  the  District  should  eventually 
become  Smoke  Control  Areas. 

This  is  forward  thinking  for  a Rural  District  Council, 
accepting  the  view  that  clean  air  is  an  important  requirement  of  moderi 
life  as  is  pure  water  and  clean  food. 

It  was  also  felt  that  as  smoke  and  air  pollution  has  no  definite 
boundaries  there  should  be  co-operation  between  adjoinin  g authc^rities , 
and  accordingly,  it  was  decided  to  give  priority  to  tho-e  parishes 
on  the  fringe  of  the  City  of  Leicester  adjoining  existing  smoke 
control  areas  in  the  City. 

By  the  end  of  1964  the  Council  had  made  two  Smoke  Control 
Orders  under  Section  11,  Clean  Air  Act  1956  covering  two  areas  in 
Glen  Parva  Parish.

Only  authorised  fuels  - specified  fuels  such  as  the  solid 
smokeless  fuels,  oil,  gas  or  electricity  may  be  used  in  the  buildings 
in  these  two  areas. 


Where  adaptations  to  firegrates  were  necessary  grants  amounting 
to  seven-tenths  the  cost  of  works  of  fitting  approved  appliances 
were  paid  to  owners  of  houses  by  the  Council.  Four-tenths  of  such 
costs  were  eventually  recovered  from  the  Ministry. 

In  the  case  of  the  Blaby  Rural  District  (Glen  Parva)  No.  2 
Smoke  Control  Area,  the  actual  number  of  private  dwellings  on  which 
works  eligible  for  grant  were  carried  out  was  114,  and  the  total  cost 
of  such  works  amounted  to  £2 , 325 . 14s . 2d . 

The  actual  expenses  incurred  by  the  Council  in  payment  of  grants 
amounted  to  £1 , 627 . 19s . lid. , towards  which  a contribution  of  £930.5s.8d. 
was  received  from  the  Ministry. 


It  was  originally  intended  to  bring  forward  the  North  Ward  of 
Glen  Parva  Parish  to  be  declared  a Smoke  Control  Area  in  1964,  but 
two  factors  delayed  the  programme. 

First  there  was  the  pressure  of  work  on  the  Department  due  to 
increased  duties,  particularly  on  meat  inspection  and  the  administration 
of  the  Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  and  secondly  the 
obscure  position  of  the  supply  and  availability  of  solid  smokeless 
fuels,  to  which  attention  was  drawn  by  the  publication  of  Circular 
69/63  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  December  1963. 

A survey  of  all  the  houses  in  that  part  of  the  North  Ward  of 
Glen  Parva  parish  to  the  East  of  the  main  Leicester  Road  was  however 
carried  out  during  the  year,  with  the  intention  of  submitting  the 
necessary  report  to  the  Council  early  in  1965  for  consideration  of 
making  a further  Smoke  Control  Order. 
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Prior  Approval 


The  advice  and  opinion  of  the  Public  Health  Department  is 
often  sought  by  Architects  and  Engineers  on  proposed  chimney  heights, 
as  under  Section  10,  Clean  Air  Act  1956,  the  Council  may  reject 
plans  submitted  under  Building  Byelaws  if  the  chimney  stack  height 
is  considered  insufficient. 

Also  under  the  provisions  of  Section  3 of  the  Act  notification 
must  be  given  to  the  Council  of  intention  to  install  any  new  furnace 
in  any  building  other  than  in  domestic  premises. 

Plans  were  deposited  and  approved  under  Byelaws  in  respect 
of  four  premises  with  new  chimney  stacks,  six  notifications  were 
received  of  intention  to  install  approved  new  furnaces  and  prior 
approval  requested  and  granted  in  four  cases. 

Grit  and  Dust  Nuisance 


Complaints  were  received  of  a nuisance  arising  from  the 
emission  of  grit  and  dust  from  a quarry  plant  in  the  District. 
Investigations  showed  that  the  principal  source  of  the  dust  emission 
was  a recently  installed  Tarmacadam  plant,  wherein  the  cyclonic  type 
grit  arresting  apparatus  was  inadequate. 

Modifications,  at  a cost  of  £2,500,  were  carried  out  to  the 
grit  arresting  system,  and  these  together  with  other  minor  alterations 
to  the  stone  crushing  plant,  effectively  reduced  the  grit  and  dust 
emission.

9.  MILK  SUPPLY 


Dairies  and  Distribution 


Although  there  are  over  one  hundred  dairy  farms  in  the  District, 
only  4 Producers  retail  their  milk,  most  of  the  milk  produced  in  the 
District  being  sent  away  to  large  dairies  for  pasteurisation. 

Milk  is  heat-treated  at  one  dairy  in  the  District  at  Stoney 
Stanton,  and  samples  are  taken  regularly  for  submission  to  the 
Phosphatase  Test  to  check  on  efficient  pasteurisation.  The  County 
Health  Inspector  informs  me  that  all  the  41  samples  taken  during  the 
year  were  satisfactory. 

Most  of  the  milk  retailed  in  the  District  is  distributed  by 
4 large  dairy  firms.

Biological  Examination  of  Milk  Samples 


Samples  of  milk  are  regularly  taken  from  milk  supplies,  both 
produced  and  retailed  in  the  District,  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  biological  examination,  to  determine  if  any 
of  the  supplies  are  infected  with  M.  Tuberculosis  or  Brucella  Abortus. 

Eleven  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  found  to  be 
free  from  infection. 

iO.  ICECREAM 

No  icecream  is  manufactured  in  the  District,  but  130  premises 
are  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  icecream. 
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A large  icecream  distribution  depot  is  situated  in  the 
District  from  which  several  icecream  vans  operate  selling  the 
soft  variety  of  icecream,  and  in  addition  several  similar  vans 
come  into  the  District  from  firms  in  adjoining  districts. 

Samples  of  icecream  a.re  regularly  taken  throughout  the  year, 
but  principally  during  the  Summer  months,  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.

Slaughterhouses  and  Slaughtering 


All  the  8 private  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  fully  comply 
with  the  standards  set  out  in  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) 
Regulations  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
Regulations  and  have  been  licensed  annually  since  the  'Appointed 
Day'  for  the  District,  1st  January.  1962,  under  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act  1958. 

One  of  these  eight  private  slaughterhouses  is  a modern  private 
abattoir  at  Whetstone,  now  owned  by  a large  wholesale  meat 
distributing  firm,  all  the  fairly  large  output  of  meat  therefrom 
being  exported  from  the  District. 

Plans  have  been  submitted  and  approved  for  the  enlargement  of 
this  slaughterhouse  and  the  erection  of  a large  Chill  Room 

As  slaughtering  takes  place  on  every  day  of  the  week, 
including  evenings  and  weekends,  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
meat  inspection  to  be  carried  out  on  a rota  system  by  four  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

Under  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  the  Council  make 
charges  for  meat  inspection  based  on  the  number  of  carcases  inspected. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  26  licences  have  been 
issued  to  slaughtermen  for  the  slaughtering  of  animals.

Food  Traders  often  call  upon  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to 
give  an  opinion  on  the  fitness  of  foodstuffs  for  human  consumption 
and  when  an  article  of  food  is  found  to  be  unfit  it  is  condemned 
and  voluntarily  surrendered  for  destruction.

over 

quality  of  purchased  foodstuffs,  and  there  is  an  increasing  tendency 
for  purchasers  of  unsatisfactory  articles  of  food  to  call  in  the 
Public  Health  Department  rather  than  to  take  the  item  back  to  the 
retailer. 

This  attitude  is  welcomed  as  it  enables  better  contact  to  be 
made  both  with  the  retailer  and  the  manufacturer  in  an  endeavour  to 
improve  the  control  of  the  quality  and  marketing  of  foodstuffs. 

There  is  no  question  that  Food  Manufacturers  are  most  jealous 
of  their  reputation  and  conscious  of  the  need  for  maintaining 
maximum  quality. 

Complaints  fall  for  the  most  part  into  three  categories; 
Foreign  bodies,  Contaminating  material  and  Spoilage, 

With  the  increased  mechanisation  of  food  manufacturing  and 
processing  plant,  coupled  with  labour  difficulties  resulting  in  a 
lessening  of  care  in  the  supervision  and  checking  there  is  the 
increasing  possibility  of  foreign  bodies  such  as  small  pieces  of 
metal,  belting  etc.  from  cans  and  machinery  passing  undetected  into 
the  foodstuffs,  and  the  necessary  lubrication  of  such  machinery 
occasionally  causes  contamination  of  the  food  by  oily  particles. 
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Misuse  of  empty  milk  bottles  by  the  public  presents  great 
difficulty  to  the  Dairy  Industry  in  the  cleaning  of  such  bottles. 
In  spite  of  careful  supervision,  after  passing  through  bottle 
washing  and  sterilisation  plant,  bottles  of  milk  are  occasionally 
found  with  foreign  material  therein  which  apparently  resisted 
removal  during  the  cleansing  process. 

Improper  storage  conditions  and  over-long  keeping  of  food 
such  as  pies  etc.  by  retailers  before  sale  causing  spoilage  by 
mould  growth,  were  responsible  for  several  complaints  received  by 
the  Department. 

During  the  year  16  complaints  were  received  from  purchasers 
of  unsatisfactory  foodstuff.

In  addition  to  the  samples  listed  above,  samples  of  milk 
originating  in  the  Blaby  Rural  District  are  taken  at  receiv'ing 
dairies  in  other  areas. 

Two  samples  of  ice  cream  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory; 
one  informal  sample  contained  only  2 per  cent,  fat  instead  of  the 
requisite  5 per  cent.  Formal  follow-up  samples  were  reported  to 
be  genuine.  The  other  unsatisfactory  sample  was  from  a vending- 
machine  purporting  to  deliver  choc-ices  whereas  deliveries  were, 
in  fact,  of  plain  ice  cream.  Representations  to  the  manufacturers 
resulted  in  the  machine  being  repainted  to  display  the  correct 
designation. 

The  samples  of  Chicken  and  Mushroom  Pie  were  obtained 
following  a complaint  that  the  chicken  was  suspected  to  be  rabbit. 
The  remains  of  the  pie  in  question  and  a formal  sample  of  pie  from 
the  same  source  were  sent  for  analysis  but  both  vifere  reported  to 
be  genuine.

FOOD  PREMISES 


Although  the  general  standard  of  food  premises  in  the 
District  is  good,  during  the  course  of  routine  inspections  defects 
and  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  noted. 

Many  of  the  minor  contraventions  are  dealt  with  verbally  at  the 
time  of  visit,  but  when  works  of  improvement  are  required  written 
notices  are  sent.

14  NOISE  ABATEMENT 


During  the  year  9 complaints  of  excessive  noise  were  received 
and  investigated.  Informal  action  taken  in  respect  of  seven  of 
these  cases  satisfied  the  complainants,  but  two  cases  presented 
some  difficulty. 

Excessive  noise  was  created  by  the  installation  of  a rotary 
spindle  cutting  machine  in  a factory.  Certain  remedial  measures 
were  taken  which  considerably  reduced  the  noise  level  to  below 
the  acceptable  limit,  and  further  experiments  were  to  be  carried 
out  in  an  endeavour  further  to  reduce  the  noise  level  in  this 
particular  case. 

A complaint  was  received  from  a resident  alleging  excessive 
noise  from  the  newly  installed  chimes  to  the  clock  in  the  steeple 
' ‘ -i  Parish  Church.  As  upon  making  enquiries  from  all  other 
residents  in  the  vicinity  there  were  no  other  complaints  it  was 
felt  that  this  was  not  a case  which  warranted  action  by  the 
Counc  i L under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  1960 
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15.

HOUSING  ACT  1964 


This  Act  which  came  into  operation  on  16th  August  1964  confers 
new  compulsory  powers  on  local  authorities  to  secure  improvement  of 
houses . 

Briefly  Section  13  of  the  Act  states  that  if  a Local  Authority 
are  satisfied  that  any  area  in  their  district  contains  dwellings 
without  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities  (i.e.  a fixed  bath 
or  shower,  a wash-hand  basin,  hot  and  cold  water  supply,  a water 
closet  and  satisfactory  food  storage  facilities)  and  that  the 
dwellings,  or  at  least  half  of  them  are  so  constructed  that  if  is 
practicable  to  improve  them  to  the  full  standard  and  will  after 
they  are  so  improved  be  fit  and  available  for  human  habitation  for 
at  least  15  years,  they  may  declare  the  area  to  be  an  Improvement 
Area . 

After  specified  procedure,  including  the  service  of  notices, 
the  local  authority  can  require  the  necessary  works  of  improvement 
to  be  carried  out  to  the  houses  in  the  Area. 

The  Act  also  requires  local  authorities  to  arrange  periodic 
inspections  of  their  districts  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  any 
area  which  ought  to  be  declared  an  Improvement  Area. 


A complete  survey  of  all  the  older  houses  in  the  District  has 
been  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  purposes 
of  Slum  Clearance,  and  certain  areas  and  streets  have  already  been 
scheduled  for  improvement  when  circumstances  permit.

RESIDENTIAL  CARAVANS 


With  the  nearing  of  the  completion  of  the  M.l  Motorway  through 
the  District,  and  the  moving  on  of  workers  the  number  of  residential 
caravans  in  the  District  dropped  considerably,  the  number  of 
individually  licensed  caravan  sites  dropping  from  23  to  15  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  private  site  at  Littlethorpe  is  still  fully  occupied  with 
13  caravans  thereon,  and  the  temporary  licence  under  the  Caravan 
Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960  has  been  further  extended 
pending  the  submission  of  plans  for  the  setting  up  of  a new  nearby 
site  necessitated  by  adjoining  housing  development. 

There  are  indications  that  the  demand  for  permenant  residential 
sites  is  falling  off,  inasmuch  that  there  is  now  no  waiting  list  for 
the  10  caravans  site  owned  by  the  Council  at  Countesthorpe . 

There  would,  however,  appear  to  be  a need  for  sites  to 
accommodate  caravanners  for  short  term  temporary  stay  in  the  District  - 
people  such  as  travelling  salesmen,  small  itinerant  contractors  and 
maintenance  men,  who  experience  difficulty  in  finding  suitable 
acceptable  sites  for  periods  up  to  28  days  and  over. 


Trouble  has  been  experienced  in  controlling  the  didicoi  type 
of  caravanners,  engaged  for  the  most  part  in  scrap-business  who  park 
their  caravans  on  the  roadside  verges  and  create  considerable 
nuisance  due  to  lack  of  facilities  and  the  depositing  of  litter  and 
waste  materials. 


It  was  found  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  in  two  cases 
against  owners  of  unlicensed  sites.  Convictions  were  obtained, 
with  a fine  of  £50  in  one  case  and  £10  with  three  guineas  costs  in 
the  other. 

17.  THE  OFFICES.  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

The  main  provisions  of  this  Act  dealing  with  the  health,  welfare 
and  safety  of  employees  in  shops  and  offices  came  into  operation  on 
1st  August,  1964,  but  Section  49  came  into  effect  on  1st  May,  1964, 
requiring  notification  by  employers  to  the  Local  Authority  of  the 
employment  of  persons  in  such  premises  on  the  prescribed  form  by 
31st  July. 

The  Act  and  Regulations  made  thereunder  prescribe  standards 
in  respect  of  Cleanliness,  Overcrowding,  Temperature,  Ventilation, 
Lighting,  Sanitary  Conveniences,  Washing  Facilities,  Drinking  Water, 
Accommodation  for  Clothing,  Sitting  Facilities,  Seats  for  Sedentary 
Work,  Eating  Facilities,  Floors,  Passages  and  Stairs,  Fencing  of 
Exposed  Parts  of  Machinery,  Avoidance  of  Exposure  of  Young  Persons 
to  Danger  in  Cleaning  Machinery,  First  Aid  Provisions  and  Fire 
Precautions . 
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Administration  is  shared  between  H-M.  Factory  Inspectorate, 
the  Fire  Service,  and  the  Local  Authority.  in  general  H.M.  Factory 
Inspectorate  deals  with  Crown.  Railway  and  Factory  Premises,  and 
the  Local  Authority  with  all  other  premises  such  as  Offices  and 
Shops,  with  the  Fire  Service  dealing  with  the  Fire  precaution 
sections . 

A start  was  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  in  the 
later  months  of  the  year  on  the  preliminary  survey  and  inspection 
of  offices  and  shops  in  the  District  in  respect  of  which  notifications 
had  been  received,  and  29  preliminary  notices  sent  out  to  occupiers 
ot  shops  and  offices  drawing  attention  to  contravention  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Act

18.  HAIRDRESSING  ESTABLISHMENTS 


Byelaws  are  in  operation  made  by  the  Council  under  the  Public 
Health  Act  for  securing  cleanliness  in  hairdressers  and  barber's 
premises.

19.  ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS

have  been  issued  in  respect  of  7 premises  in  the  District,

20.  PETROLEUM 


All  places  where  petroleum  spirit  and  inflammable  petroleum- 
based  mixtures  are  stored  are  controlled  by  the  Council  by  the 
issue  of  annual  licences  under  the  Petroleum  Act  and  Regulations. 

The  Council  subscribes  to  the  Association  for  Petroleum  Acts 
Administration,  an  organisation  set  up  in  an  endeavour  to  secure 
uniformity  in  the  application  of  the  Code  of  Principles  of 
Cfjn.st  ruct  ion  and  Licensing  Conditions  issued  by  the  Home  Office 
relating  to  petroleum  installations. 
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Seventy  three  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  installations 
at  31  petrol  filling  stations,  storage  of  petrol  at  39  other 
premises  and  for  petroleum  mixtures  only,  at  3 premises. 

Six  new  underground  petrol  storage  tanks  at  three  filling 
stations  were  installed  and  tested  during  the  year. 

A serious  hazard  of  fire  and  explosion  occurred  at  one  petrol 
filling  station  in  .July,  Pressure  tests  on  an  underground  petrol 
tank  that  had  been  in  use  for  over  thirty  years  in  the  foreground 
of  a garage  adjoining  a busy  main  road  revealed  considerable  leakage 
and  its  removal  was  necessary.  Upon  excavation  it  was  found  that 
the  tank  was  corroded  and  perforated,  and  the  surrounding  ground 
impregnated  with  petrol.  The  close  proximity  of  the  tank  to  the 
pavement  and  busy  main  road  in  the  centre  of  the  village  presented 
great  difficulty  in  removal  with  considerable  explosion  risk. 

After  consultation  with  the  Fire  Service  it  was  decided  to  attempt 
to  neutralise  the  petrol  soaked  area  with  a newly  marketed  oil 
dispersing  liquid.  The  treatment  was  completely  successful  and 
permitted  the  tank  to  be  removed  with  the  danger  reduced  to  a 
minimum. 

21.  FACTORIES
